S0 ber Pateftie chargeth all maner her Juſtices and other miniſters to whom the ſame ſhall belonge, to take in 
hande agayne they: fozmer charge geuen to them the laſt yere, fo: therecution of the ſayde Statutes, haftenyng 
they: aſſembles foz that purpoſe,nowe tin the begynnyng of this Sommer, ſo as they; doynges map be certified 

in ſuch ſo:t as they were commaunded and pzeſcribed the laſt yeare, 

Ind beſydes theſe, her Maieftie fyndeth lyke cauſe to hate two other great cnozmities daply increaſpng in this 
ber Kealme to be ſpedely refourmed, foz which there do remayne in fozce good la wes, The one is, the monſtru- 
ous abuſe of Ipparell almoſt in all eſtates, but pzincipally in the meaner ſozt. The other is, the decape and diſ- 
furniture of all kynde of Dozſes foz ſeruice within the Kealme, Ind becauſe her ÞPateſtie perceaneth, that al- 
though the la wes be very penall in bothe theſe caſes, yet without ſome ſpectall direction geuen foz therecutt- 
on thcrof, the refozmation wyll not enſue : Her Paieftfe hath cauſed the ſtatutes remaynypng tn fozce foz bothe 
the ſayde purpoſes, to be bziefly collected, and pzeſently by this her Pzoclamation, chargeth all maner her Sbe- 
ryffes to publyſhe the ſame topntly with thts Pzoclamation, and to fyr the ſame vp in places accuſtomed, 

*'%. Indfoz the maner of the lpedy execution of the Statutes foz Jpparell and other enozmities tncident therto:Per 
mateſtie hath cauſed certayne good ozdfnaunces to be deuyſed,and accozded by her counſell, whiche alſo her Pa- 
ieſties pleaſure ts,to be well regarded, flraightly kept and obſerued,accozding to the ſeuerall limitations therof: 
wherekoze there ts good hope conceauedby her Wateltie of a ſpedie redzeſle by meanes of the ſaide good ozders. 
Ind pf in any poynt of the ſame ſtatutes oz ozders, any doubt ſhall aryſe foz the vnderſtandinge of the ſame : her 
Bateſtie wylleth that the adniſe and aunſwere ofher pztute counſell be required and folowed.

gcatute dy reaſon of they; weues apparel mentioned in the Statute, and what other perſons chargeadle to 
dzredyng 02 kepyng of Hozſes by fozce of the Statutes, dall not befoze the .xv. of December nexte, pertourme © 
che meanyng and intent of the ſapde Statutes, aſwell foz bzeedyng as kepyng. Ind foz the moze certayne exe» 
cution hereof: her Pateſtie alſo meaneth to cauſe a ſpectall vieu to be taken thzough the Realme in September
